‘extremely difficult for you to get any comprehensive display 


of coins made by the thirteen colonies. Massachusettea issued 
a cent in 1787 and 1788; Connecticut about the sane time; 

New Hampshire had none that could be considered authentic; 
Vermont had a @oinage at the same time as Connectieut. New 


York had a coinage as well as New Jersey; Pennsylvania and 


Delaware had none. Maryland had some in the 17th Century, 


and gome private tokens later on. Virginia had some in i776, 
with the head cf George IIT; the Carolinas had one much 


earlier. Therefore, you see there would be bad spots. 


; Our building is now pretty well torn up with repairs, 
and it is diffieuit te photograph or make casts of some of these 
pieces; we have no half-tones or woodcuts of them. The Trenton 


Trust Company of Trenton, N.J., have a very fine collection of 


coins and have paid especial attention to the Colonial pieces. 


Why not interview them, as they can probably show you any- 
thing you want to see. The person in charge of the eoliection 


is Mr. W. BH. Hausel.
